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Volleyball  Tournament 
Arrives  in  Boston 

This  Labor  Day  weekend  Boston’s 
Chinatown  will  host  the  50th  Annual 
North  American  Chinese  Invitational 
Volleyball  Tournament.  Thousands  of 
visitors  from  cities  throughout  the 
country  and  Canada  are  expected  to  take 
part  or  attend  Tournament  activities. 

The  Tournament  is  especially  sig¬ 
nificant  to  the  Boston  Chinese  com¬ 
munity  because  it  originated  here.  In  the 
late  1930s,  members  of  the  Boston 
Chinese  community  journeyed  by  train 
to  Providence  for  a  day  of  sports  and 
picnidng.  It  is  believed  that  the  current 
volleyball  tournament  has  its  roots  in 
these  summertime  excursions. 

The  Tournament  was  formally 
started  in  1944  and  was  originally  only 
an  East  Coast  Tournament.  It  now  in- 
eludes  men’s,  women’s,  and  senior’s 
teams  from  throughout  the  country  and 
Canada.  Teams  from  New  York,  Bos¬ 
ton,  Washington,  D.C.,  San  Francisco, 
Chicago,  Toronto  and  Montreal  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  take  part  in  the  tournament. 

The  Tournament’s  schedule  of  events 
is  as  follows: 

Friday,  Sept.  2:  A  meeting  of  team 
captains  will  be  held  at  8  P.M.  at  the 
Boston  Park  Plaza  Hotel,  the  Georgian 
&  Arlington  Rooms. 

Saturday,  Sept.  3:  Opening 
Ceremonies  will  take  place  at  8  A.M.  on 
the  Surface  Artery  near  Gateway 

and  Pagoda  Parks.  Tournament  play  will 
begin  at  9  A.M.  and  will  continue 
throughout  the  day. 

Sunday,  Sept.  4:  Play  will  resume  at  9 
A.M.;  opening  ceremonies  for  the 
Senior  Division  will  take  place  on  all 
courts  at  9:30  A.M.;  a  Tournament 
reception  and  banquet  will  be  held  at 
7:30  P.M.  at  the  Boston  Park  Plaza 
Hotel  Grand  Ballroom;  a  Tournament 
Dance  will  be  held  at  9:30  P.M.  at  the 
Boston  Park  Plaza  Hotel,  Georgian 
Room.  The  event  is  open  to  the  the 
public. 

Monday,  Sept  5:  Play  resumes  at  9 
A.M.  on  all  courts;  final  matches  will 
take  place  at  about  4  P.M.  at  a 
Chinatown  site  to  be  announced;  an 
awards  ceremony  will  be  held  at  5:30 
P.M.  at  a  site  to  be  announced. 

The  event  is  being  organized  by  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent  As¬ 
sociation. 

Chinatown  Community  Supports 
Demolition  of  Zone  Buildings 

Preservationists  Say  Buildings  Should  Remain 


With  the  support  of  more  than  50 
members  of  the  Chinatown  community, 
the  city’s  Air  Pollution  Control  Com¬ 
mission  last  month  voted  to  give  the 
owner  of  four  Combat  Zone  buildings 
the  go-ahead  to  demolish  them. 

Kevin  Fitzgerald,  the  owner  of  the 
buildings  at  646-658  Washington  Street, 
670  Washington  Street  and  6-10  Beach 
Street,  must  now  receive  approval  from 
the  Boston  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals 
before  the  buildings  can  be  taken  down. 
The  buildings  currently  house  the 
Naked  i  Cabaret  and  the  X-rated 
Pilgrim  Theater,  as  well  as  an  X-rated 
bookstore.  The  establishments  con¬ 
stitute  the  heart  of  what  remains  of  the 
city’s  dwindling  adult  entertainment  dis¬ 
trict. 

For  years  now  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity  has  been  working  to  rid  the  area 
of  X-rated  establishments,  but  has  been 
stymied  in  its  efforts  by  the  fact  that 
the  Combat  Zone  is  the  only  city  district 
zoned  for  adult  entertainment.  The 
demolition  of  the  buildings  has  wide 
support  in  the  community  because  many 
people  believe  that  the  X-rated  estab¬ 
lishments  draw  prostitutes,  pimps  and 
drug  dealers  to  the  streets  of  the  area. 

The  city’s  historic  preservationists, 
however,  are  strongly  opposed  to  the 
demolition  of  the  buildings,  saying  that 
while  the  buildings  are  not  highly  valu¬ 
able  or  historic,  they  are  located  on  a 
street  with  several  historic  buildings. 
Knocking  them  down  will  ruin  the 
period  streetscape  and  create  an  unat¬ 
tractive  parking  lot  or  perhaps  a  new 


Police  Investigate 
Chinatown  Shooting 

A  Boston  man  was  killed  by  two  un¬ 
known  assailants  in  a  basement 
storefront  at  25  Tyler  Street  in 
Chinatown  on  Saturday.  The  man  was 
identified  as  Phuong  Ly,  an  ethnic 
Chinese  originally  from  Vietnam. 

Ly  was  shot  by  two  men  who  appear 
to  have  followed  him  into  the  shop, 
which  is  said  to  be  an  employment  ser¬ 
vice.  Police  said  Ly  was  talking  to  an 
unidentified  person  inside  the  shop 
when  two  men  entered  and  began  to  talk 
with  him.  Ly  then  ran  into  another  room 
in  the  shop  and  the  two  men  followed, 
shooting  him  to  death  before  fleeing. 
Police  found  Ly  slumped  over  a  toilet  in 
the  back  room  of  the  shop  at  3:13  in  the 
afternoon.  He  was  pronounced  dead  at 
the  scene. 

It  wasn’t  the  first  time  that  gunshots 
have  been  fired  at  the  Tyler  Street  shop. 
Several  months  ago  police  responded  to 
the  store  in  the  early  evening  after  an 
unidentified  person  or  persons  fired 
shots  at  the  door  of  the  shop  while  a 
group  of  men  were  inside. 

Police  Capt.  Ron  Conway  said  Ly  had 
spent  time  in  prison.  He  said  the  Police 
Department’s  Asian  Task  Force  is  in¬ 
vestigating  the  incident  and  speculated 
that  the  shooting  could  have  been  the 
result  of  the  victim’s  failure  to  pay  an 
outstanding  debt  or  gang-related  ac¬ 
tivity. 


development  that  will  not  mesh  well 
with  the  character  of  the  street. 

Neighborhood  Council  member  Bill 
Moy  who  attended  the  meeting  said  he 
supported  the  demolition  "to  get  rid  of 
the  blight"  and  "to  get  the  undesirables 
out  of  Chinatown."  Moy  said  it  wasn’t 
the  theater  per  se  that  upset  people  but 
rather  "what’s  in  the  streets  -  the  pros-

titutes,  the  drug  dealers." 

"Most  people  (in  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity)  are  against  the  Combat  Zone," 
said  Lydia  Lowe  of  the  Chinese  Progres¬ 
sive  Association,  who  supports  the 
demolition  because  of  the  activity  it 
draws  to  the  area.  While  Lowe  said  she 
was  sympathetic  to  the  concerns  of  the 
city’s  preservationist  community,  she 
felt  that  the  Chinatown  community 
should  have  a  major  say  in  any  decisions 
involving  the  matter. 

The  preservationists  appear  to  have 
made  no  effort  to  discuss  the  issue  with 
the  Chinatown  community  or  to  ade¬ 
quately  take  into  account  their  con¬ 
cerns,  preferring  instead  to  focus  their 
attention  on  the  aesthetic  merits  of 
preserving  the  buildings.  They  have  also 
not  offered  a  solution  that  would  ad¬ 
dress  the  legitimate  concerns  of  the 
Chinatown  community. 

Antonia  Poliak,  director  of  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Preservation  Alliance,  which  op¬ 
poses  the  demolition,  noted  that  the 
demolition  would  offer  no  significant 
economic  benefit  to  Chinatown  nor 
cure  prostitution  and  other  social  ills 
commonly  visible  in  the  area. 

"I  think  its  a  myth  to  think  the 
demolition  of  those  two  buildings  is 
going  to  cure  those  things,"  she  said, 
adding  that  the  area  is  zoned  for  adult 
entertainment  and  that  X-rated  estab¬ 
lishments  and  prostitution  would  just 
move  to  another  section  of  the  city  if  it 
is  pushed  out  of  the  Combat  Zone.  She 
believes  that  the  remaining  estab-

Community  Discusses 
Tufts  Master  Plan 


The  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council  (CNC)  has  postponed  voting  on 
a  controversial  Tufts  University  20-year 
Master  Plan  to  study  the  proposal  fur¬ 
ther  and  to  allow  the  community  to  air 
their  concerns.  At  least  one  member  of 
the  community,  attorney  Andrew 
Leong,  has  made  known  his  opposition 
to  the  plan  and  has  outlined  his  objec¬ 
tions  in  a  lengthy  document  submitted 
to  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA). 

The  20-year  Tufts  Master  Plan  for  its 
Chinatown  Health  Sciences  Campus 
calls  for  the  construction  of  at  least  two 
new  buildings  and  the  possible  expan¬ 
sion  of  another  in  three  phases  along 
Harrison  Avenue  and  Tyler  Street  in 
Chinatown.  The  plan  includes  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

Phase  I:  The  first  phase  would  start  as 
early  as  1996  and  calls  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  more  than  300,000  gross  square 
feet  of  new  space  on  land  adjacent  to 
Posner  Hall  between  Harrison  Avenue 
and  Tyler  Streets.  The  land  on  which  the 
nine-story  building  would  be  built  is  lar¬ 
gely  owned  by  Tufts,  though  a  small 
piece  is  owned  by  the  BRA.  As  a  com¬ 


munity  benefit  Tufts  would  build  a 
24,000-square-foot  Chinatown  YMCA 
shell  on  land  facing  Tyler  Street  between 
Posner  Hall  and  the  row  houses. 

Phase  II:  The  second  phase  calls  for 
the  construction  of  a  270,000  square 
foot  structure  on  Parcel  R-l,  the  current 
site  of  the  South  Cove  YMCA.  The  14- 
story  building  would  rise  about  200  feet 
with  an  FAR  of  14.  The  land  is  owned  by 
the  BRA  and  currently  zoned  for 
residential  use.  Phase  II  would  be  built 
between  2002  and  2007. 

Phase  III  would  involve  the  expan¬ 
sion  of  the  university’s  M&V  complex 
on  the  block  bounded  by  Harrison 
Avenue,  Harvard  Street,  Tyler  Street, 
and  Kneeland  Street.  It  would  include 
three  new  stories  and  would  be  built 
between  2007  and  2012. 

In  the  document  he  submitted  to  the 
BRA,  Leong  charges  that  approval  of 
the  'Rifts  Master  Plan  will  violate  Ar¬ 
ticle  43  of  the  City  of  Boston  Zoning 
Code  and  the  Chinatown  Community 
Plan.  "The  Tufts  Master  Plan  should  not 
be,  and  legally  cannot  be,  approved  by 
BRA,"  he  states.

Others  members  of  the  community 
also  questioned  the  plan,  including 
|  neighborhood  resident  Neil  Chin  who 
also  charged  that  the  plan  violated  the 
Chinatown  Community  Plan,  specifical¬ 
ly  in  regard  to  Parcel  R-l,  which  is  zoned 
for  residential  use. 

"Under  the  Tufts  Master  Plan,  Tufts 
intends  to  acquire  about  27,000  square 
feet  of  additional  land,"  Leong  states. 
"Much  of  this  land  was  promised  to 
Chinatown  for  housing.”  The  document 
states  that  Chinatown  is  a  residential 


area,  "where  people  live,  many  of  whom 
are  children  and  elderly.  This  is  where 
people  go  to  school,  raise  families,  go  to 
work,  pay  their  taxes,  and  live  their  en¬ 
tire  lives." 

Leong  charged  that  the  Tufts  Plan 
violates  the  Chinatown  Community 
Plan,  especially  its  goal  of  providing 
more  community  housing.  "The  Tufts 
Master  Plan  contemplates  Tufts  acquir¬ 
ing  two  parcels  of  land  that  are  already 
designated  as  sites  for  housing  in  the 
Chinatown  Community  Plan,”  he  states, 
adding  that  Tufts  has  failed  to  confine  its 
proposed  construction  to  the  area  desig¬ 
nated  for  institutional  growth. 

He  also  charged  that  Tufts  and  the 


BRA  have  not  followed  the  correct  pro¬ 
cedures  in  seeking  approval  for  the  plan 
and  said  that  "the  BRA  must  hold  a 
public  hearing’  on  the  matter.  He  fur¬ 
ther  charged  that  Tufts  has  tried  to  rush 
the  plan  through  the  Neighborhood 
Council.  "Many  people  in  the  com¬ 
munity  still  do  not  know  about  the 
proposed  plan.  Yet  Tufts  rushed  the 
CNC  for  ‘community  approval’  of  this 
proposed  Master  Plan  without  due 
notice  to  the  community  at  large." 

Terri  Oshira  of  the  Asian  American 
Resource  Workshop  suggested  that  the 
Council  should  thoroughly  study  the 
issue  before  voting  on  it  and  that  it  also 
should  seek  community  input  to  ensure 
that  the  issue  doesn’t  ignite  the  kind  of 


controversy  that  surrounded  the  New 
England  Medical  Center’s  Parcel  C 
garage  plan.  She  suggested  that  the 
Council  should  hold  a  series  of  com¬ 
munity  meetings  on  the  matter. 

Several  Council  members  also 
entered  the  discussion.  Council  co- 
moderator  Mary  Soo  Hoo  commented 
that  Council  meetings  are  "always  open 
to  eveiyone."  And  Council  member 
Lucy  Chin  pointed  out  that  the  Council 
has  been  elected  by  the  community  to 
make  decisions  on  community  issues. 

Questions  were  also  raised  about  the 
legality  of  the  Chinatown  Community 
Plan.  (See  accompanying  story,  page  3.) 

Father  Hugh  O’Regan,  the  Council 
co-moderator,  noted  that  much  of  what 
happens  on  the  land  in  question 
depends  on  who  owns  it  The  land  in 
question  is  owned  by  the  BRA  and 
Tufts. 

Kam  Yun  Lee,  whose  mother  lives  in 
Chinatown,  suggested  that  the  Council 
often  receives  too  little  input  from 
Chinatown  residents  when  making  its 
decisions.  Many  Chinatown  residents 
speak  little  English  and  have  difficulty 
taking  part  in  the  meetings,  which  are 
carried  out  in  English.  Chinatown  needs 
to  be  preserved  for  new  immigrants, 
many  of  whom  would  prefer  housing  to 
more  institutional  buildings,  she  said. 

Also  discussed  was  the  YMCA  build¬ 
ing  Tufts  has  proposed  to  build  as  a 
community  benefit  YMCA  board  chair¬ 
man  Ted  Wong  noted  that  the  YMCA 
organization  had  not  yet  committed  it¬ 
self  to  becoming  involved  in  the  plan 
because  the  shell  would  involve  substan¬ 
tial  investment  to  become  functional. 
Council  member  William  Moy  noted 
that  the  community  would  retain  owner¬ 
ship  of  the  proposed  YMCA  building 
and  lease  it  to  the  YMCA 

Neil  Chin  contended  that  the  YMCA 
was  not  the  real  issue.  What  remains 
important,  he  said,  is  the  future  of  the 
500  units  of  housing  proposed  in  the 
Chinatown  Community  Plan.  "They’re 
dangling  the  YMCA  in  front  of  you  like 
a  little  carrot,"  he  said,  adding  that  the 
real  issue  was,  "What  are  you  going  to  do 
with  R-l?" 

Father  O’Regan  pointed  out  that 
even  if  the  community  builds  housing 
there  is  no  longer  any  assurance  that  the 
Asian  community  would  be  able  to  live 
in  it,  since  fair  housing  laws  require  that 
housing  built  with  government  funding 
must  be  available  to  all  income-eligible 
applicants.  He  also  questioned  where 
the  money  to  develop  community  hous¬ 
ing  would  come  from. 

Lydia  Lowe  questioned  why  the  com¬ 
munity  always  seems  to  be  on  the  defen- 
.  sive  when  it  comes  to  development  in 
the  area.  "We’re  always  responding  to 
the  institution’s  plan...instead  of  look¬ 
ing  at  our  own  plans." 

!  In  closing  discussion  of  the  issue,  the 
Council  decided  to  seek  help  from  the 
BRA  in  determining  the  legal  status  of 
x  the  Chinatown  Community  Plan.

Benefit  Issue  Still  Unresolved 


As  its  new  two-building  1-C 
project  nears  completion,  the 
New  England  Medical  Center 
(NEMC)  has  still  not  reached 
an  agreement  with  Chinatown 
on  community  benefits  to 
replace  a  cancelled  community 
hospital  plan.  The  Chinatown 
Health  Benefits  Committee  has 
asked  the  hospital  to  hire  a  paid 
liaison  officer  to  handle  com¬ 
plaints  and  problems  com¬ 
munity  members  have  with 
hospital  services,  but  NEMC 
has  so  far  been  reluctant  to 
comply  with  the  request. 

The  hospital  has  instead 
proposed  creating  a  Chinatown 
Health  Advisory  Committee 
consisting  of  10  to  12  members, 
half  of  whom  would  be  drawn 
from  the  hospital  and  half  from 
the  community.  The  hospital 
believes  such  a  Committee 
would  be  adequate  in  handling 
problems  that  develop  between 
the  hospital  and  community 
users  of  its  services. 

At  last  week’s  Chinatown 


Neighborhood  Council  meet¬ 
ing,  Dr.  Howard  Spivak,  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  hospital’s  Office  of 
Community  Health,  suggested 
that  the  hospital  would  not 
comply  with  the  request.  "I 
think  it  would  be  very  difficult 
to  change  that,"  Spivak  told 
Stephanie  Fan,  the  director  of 
the  PEACH  Corp.,  which  has 
served  as  a  Neighborhood 
Council  consultant  on  the 
benefit  issue. 

Spivak  said  one  reason  the 
hospital  was  against  hiring  the 
liaison  is  financial,  pointing  out 
that  the  hospital  is  reducing  its 
budget  by  10  percent  and  ex¬ 
pects  to  be  laying  off  people 
over  the  next  several  months. 
He  also  noted  that  the  proposed 
advisory  board,  as  well  as  the 
presence  of  Amy  Guen  and  Bak 
Fun  Wong  on  its  Board  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Community  Health, 
and  Paul  Chan  on  the  Office  of 
Community  Health’s  Planning 
.  Committee,  would  provide  ade¬ 
quate  community  input  at  the 


hospital. 

Fan,  however,  said  it  was  un¬ 
likely  that  a  volunteer  commit¬ 
tee  could  be  as  effective  as  a 
paid  staff  member  whose  job  in¬ 
volved  dealing  with  the  day-to- 
day  problems  that  develop 
between  the  community  and  the 
hospital.  Moreover,  a  number 
of  Council  members  said  com¬ 
munity  members  serving  on 
NEMC  boards  do  not  regularly 
report  back  to  the  community 
on  their  activities. 

The  Chinatown  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Council  voted  to  form  a 
new  Health  Benefits  Commit¬ 
tee  -  which  will  include  some 
members  of  the  former  commit¬ 
tee  -  to  reply  to  the  hospital 
proposal. 

In  addition  to  the  advisory 
committee,  the  hospital  also 
said  it  will  continue  to  work  to 
hire  more  Asians.  "Over  the  last 
four  years,  the  number  of 
Asians  working  in  the  Medical 
Center  has  increased  66  per¬ 
cent,"  according  to  a  hospital 
statement.  "Currently  Asians 


Parcel  C  Coalition 
Holds  Community  Day 


The  Coalition  to  Protect 
Parcel  C  for  Chinatown  held  a 
"dedication"  ceremony  to 
celebrate  its  plan  to  develop  a 
community  center  and  recrea¬ 
tion  area  on  Parcel  C  on  Oak 
Street.  Although  the  New 
England  Medical  Center 
(NEMC)  has  received  tentative 
designation  from  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA)  to  build  a  455-car  garage 
on  the  site,  the  Coalition  has 
continued  its  effort  to  stop  the 
project.  Parcel  C,  the  organiza¬ 
tion  notes,  was  set  aside  as  the 
site  for  a  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity  center  in  the  1990 
Chinatown  Community  Plan. 

The  mock  dedication,  which 
included  a  ribbon  cutting  and 
firecrackers,  was  part  of  the 
events  of  the  Coalition’s  Family 
Fun  Day  held  on  the  Oak  Street 
site  Aug.  20.  The  day-long  com¬ 
munity  event  included  games 
and  entertainment  and  was 
meant  to  draw  attention  to  the 
still  unresolved  Parcel  C  issue. 

"Because  the  city  hasn’t  exer¬ 


cised  its  political  will  to  hand 
Parcel  C  over  to  Chinatown  for 
a  community  center  like  it 
originally  promised,  we  are 
taking  things  into  our  own 
hands  to  demonstrate  that  we 
can  utilize  the  land  immedi¬ 
ately,"  said  Lydia  Lowe  in  a 
statement  released  by  the 
group. 

The  Coalition  has  proposed 
using  already  existing  buildings 
on  the  Parcel  C  site  to  create  a 
community  center  that  would 
house  social  service  programs,  a 
neighborhood  library,  and  offer 
outdoor  recreational  space  to 
the  community’s  youth. 

While  the  Coalition  has  been 
criticized  by  some  members  of 
the  Chinatown  community  for 
not  having  a  definite  source  of 
funding  to  finance  the  project, 
the  group  counters  that  founda¬ 
tions  and  other  potential  fund¬ 
ing  sources  could  be  found  to 
finance  the  community  center 
project  if  the  garage  project  is 
stopped. 


comprise  8.6  percent  of  the 
hospital  workforce  compared 

with  5  percent  in  1987,  and  com¬ 
pared  with  6  percent  in  the  city 
of  Boston."  It  said  it  was  reluc¬ 
tant  to  create  a  quota  system  for 
any  minority  group  that  exceeds 
that  group’s  percentage  of  the 
city’s  population  to  avoid  char¬ 
ges  of  reverse  discrimination. 

Davis  Woo  said  the  Council 
should  move  quickly  on  the 
matter  since  the  hospital  has  al¬ 
ready  begun  to  move  into  one  of 
its  two  buildings.  He  noted  that 


the  hospital  must  satisfy  its 
community  benefit  require¬ 
ments  before  it  can  receive  an 
occupancy  permit  from  the  city. 
He  suggested  that  the  Council 
should  inform  the  Boston 
,  Redevelopment  Authority  that 
they  have  not  yet  reached  a  final 
benefits  agreement  with  the 
hospital.

What  Happened  to  the  Chinatown  Community  Plan? 


It’s  a  question  that  has  come 
up  repeatedly  in  recent  months 
as  the  Chinatown  community 
continues  to  grapple  with  the 
issue  of  institutional  expansion. 
It’s  the  question  of  how  serious¬ 
ly  Chinatown  and  institution  of- 
ficials  take  the  Chinatown 
Community  Plan. 

Published  in  1990  and  com¬ 
piled  by  members  of  the  com¬ 
munity  with  the  support  of  the 
Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council,  the  137-page  docu¬ 
ment  outlines  a  plan  for  the 
neighborhood  that  takes  into 
account  the  needs  of  both  the 
community  and  the  institutions. 
It  designates  specific  areas  into 
which  the  neighborhood  and 
the  institutions  can  expand. 

In  recent  months,  two  im¬ 
portant  neighborhood  issues 
have  involved  violations  of  the 
plan.  In  the  Chinatown  Com¬ 
munity  Plan,  the  Oak  Street 
land  known  as  Parcel  C  has 
been  designated  as  a  site  for  a 
Chinatown  community  center. 
Last  year,  however,  the  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Council  and  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA)  both  approved  a  New 
England  Medical  Center 
(NEMC)  plan  to  build  a  455-car 
garage  on  the  site,  much  to  the 
chagrin  of  a  substantial  segment 
of  the  community. 

And  last  month.  Tufts 
University  sought  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Council  support  for  its 
own  massive  Master  Plan  (see 


page  1  story)  for  the  Tyler 
Street  area  by  proposing  to 
build  a  new  university  building 
on  Parcel  R-l,  the  current  site 
of  the  South  Cove  YMCA  That 
land  has  also  been  set  aside  for 
residential  use  in  the  com¬ 
munity  plan.  At  the  same  time, 
the  plan  also  designates 

R-l  as  part  of  a  Special  Study 
Zone,  whose  ultimate  mix  of 
uses  would  be  determined 
through  discussion  and 
negotiation. 

When  the  issue  of  the 
Chinatown  Community  Plan 
came  up  at  last  month’s  Council 
meeting,  it  turned  out  that  few 
Council  members  had  a  copy  of 
the  lengthy  document  or 
were  familiar  with  its  contents. 
No  one  seemed  to  know  how 
much  legal  weight  could  be  at¬ 
tached  to  it  either. 

The  Community  Plan  took 
three  years  to  compile  and  was 
considered  an  important  com¬ 
munity  project  in  the  late  1980s. 
Unfortunately,  neither  the 
Neighborhood  Council,  nor  the 
institutions,  nor  the  BRA  ap¬ 
pear  to  take  the  document 
seriously. 

The  community  plan,  said  at¬ 
torney  Andrew  Leong,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Coalition  to  Protect 
Parcel  C  for  Chinatown,  "is  in 
fact  a  legally  binding  docu¬ 
ment."  Leong,  who  is  opposed 
to  the  Tufts  Master  Plan,  added 
that  "people  have  to  look  at  this 
as  a  sacred  document"  and  said 


he  was  opposed  to  the  Tufts 
plan  in  part  because  it  violates 
the  Community  Plan. 

In  recent  weeks,  neighbor¬ 
hood  resident  and  longtime 
Chinatown  activist  Neil  Chin 
has  repeatedly  brought  the 
issue  of  the  plan  to  the  attention 
of  the  Chinatown  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Council.  "If  you  choose  to 
ignore  the  Chinatown  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Plan,  what  you  are 
doing  is  ignoring  your  own 
edict,"  he  told  the  Council  last 
month,  reminding  the  Council 
that  it  was  directly  involved  in 
the  creation  of  the  document. 
"Once  having  created  this  we 
have  blithely  ignored  it." 

Council  member  Richard 
Chin,  however,  argued  that  the 
Community  Plan  was  "never 
thought  of  as  a  total  legal  docu¬ 
ment"  and  suggested  that  the 
community  and  its  needs  have 
changed  over  the  last  four  years. 
He  contended  that  the  Com¬ 
munity  Plan  was  meant  to  be 
flexible  enough  to  adapt  to 
changing  circumstances. 

Council  member  Bill  Moy 
suggested  that  allowing  Tufts  to 
build  on  Parcel  R1  would  not 
violate  the  Community  Plan  be¬ 
cause  the  site  was  part  of  a  "Spe¬ 
cial  Study  Area"  whose  use 
remained  open  to  negotiation. 
Neil  Chin,  however,  replied 
that  if  the  Community  had 
wanted  to  pursue  the  Special 
Study  Area  option  it  should 
have  created  a  special  commit¬ 
tee  to  study  alternative  uses  for 


the  site,  as  required  by  the- 
Special  Study  Area  procedures. 
No  one,  he  added,  not  even  the 
Council,  has  formed  such  a 
committee. 

Lydia  Lowe,  meanwhile, 
pointed  out  to  the  Council  last 
week  that  Parcel  C  had  been  set 
aside  in  the  Community  Plan  as 
the  site  of  a  community  center. 


But  when  the  hospital  offered 
the  community  more  than  $1.8 
million  in  return  for  allowing  it 
to  build  a  garage  on  the  site,  the 
Community  Plan  was  forgotten 
and  no  effort  was  made  to  con¬ 
sider  alternative  financing  for 
-  the  project.  "We  have  to  jump 
for  the  quick  money  all  the 
time,"  she  said.  -R.O.

Point  of  View:  Youth  and  Recreation 

Interview:  Robert  Guen 


(This  is  the  second  in  a  series 
of  stories  on  quality-of-life  issues 
in  Chinatown) 

When  Dr.  Robert  Guen  was 
a  youth  growing  up  in  Boston, 
he  remembers  how  important  it 
was  to  be  able  to  come  to  the 
South  Cove  YMCA  to  meet 
with  his  peers.  Recreation,  he 
says,  should  be  a  priority  for 
anyone  concerned  about  im¬ 
proving  the  quality  of  life  of  the 
neighborhood.  This  is  especial¬ 
ly  true  at  a  time  when  youths 
seem  to  be  getting  into  more 
trouble  than  in  the  past. 

"It’s  been  an  overlooked  in¬ 
terest  in  the  community,"  says 
Guen,  who  is  a  basketball 
referee  and  a  volleyball  coach  at 
the  South  Cove  YMCA,  as  well 
as  the  chairman  of  this 
weekend’s  50th  Annual  North 
American  Chinese  Invitational 
Volleyball  Tournament  in 
Chinatown.  "No  one  really  puts 
emphasis  on  the  recreational 
needs  of  our  community’s 
youth." 

"We  don’t  have  a  real 
juvenile  delinquency  problem," 
says  Guen,  who  points  out  that 
youths  in  Chinatown  aren’t  rob¬ 
bing  or  harassing  people  or 
covering  the  walls  of  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  with  graffiti.  "Our  kids 
have  really  policed  themselves," 
he  said,  adding  that  "because 
our  young  people  don’t  cause  a 
lot  of  trouble"  their  "problems 
are  often  put  aside."  Guen 


wonders  if  youths  have  to  get 
into  trouble  before  their  needs 
are  addressed. 

Recreation,  he  says,  is  an  in¬ 
tegral  part  of  any  community 
and  is  especially  important  for 
young  people.  He  believes  that 
the  neighborhood  needs  a  new 
recreational  facility  and  sug¬ 
gests  that  having  one  would 
make  Chinatown  a  more  attrac¬ 
tive  place  for  Asian  youths 
living  in  the  Boston  area.  In 
Chinatown,  there  currently  cur¬ 
rently  only  two  sites  where 
youths  can  play  basketball  and 
volleyball:  the  South  Cove 
YMCA  "bubble,"  which  was 
meant  to  be  only  a  temporary 
facility,  and  Pagoda  Park  on 
Kneeland  Street. 

"We  all  know  there  needs  to 


be  a  first  class  facility,"  says 
Guen,  who  adds  that  he  and  his 
peers  now  have  their  own 
children  and  would  like  to  be 
able  to  bring  them  into 
Chinatown  for  recreational  ac¬ 
tivities  at  such  a  facility.  The 
Chinatown  community,  he 
notes,  continues  to  serve  as  a 
magnet  for  the  regional 
Chinese  community. 

"If  we  had  a  proper  facility 
here  we  would  draw  back  so 
many  community  people,"  says 
Guen,  who  adds  that  even  now 
many  of  the  youths  who  take 
part  in  Chinatown  recreational 
activities  at  the  YMCA  live  out¬ 
side  the  neighborhood  but  have 
family  ties  to  it. 

Recreation  is  just  as  impor¬ 
tant  to  the  well-being  of  a  com¬ 


munity  as  housing  and  health 
services,  says  Guen.  He  recalls 
how  effective  sports  and  recrea¬ 
tional  activities  were  in  break¬ 
ing  down  barriers  between  the 
various  groups  within  the 
Chinese  community  when  he 
was  growing  up.  In  those  days, 
there  was  friction  between 
American-born  Chinese  and 
those  from  Hong  Kong. 

"A  lot  of  those  barriers  were 
brought  down  by  recreation," 
says  Guen.  Recreation,  he  adds, 
could  also  help  to  bridge  the 
gap  between  suburban  Chinese 
who  may  speak  Mandarin,  and 
young  people  in  Chinatown 
who  speak  Toisanese  or  Can¬ 
tonese. 

Guen  declined  to  say  if  he 
favored  the  Tufts  University  20- 
year  Master  Plan,  which  calls 
for  the  construction  of  several 
institutional  buildings  in 
Chinatown,  as  well  as  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  new  YMCA  on 
Tyler  Street  as  a  community 
benefit.  He  notes,  however,  that 
the  Tufts  plan  does  address  a 
Chinatown  recreational  need 
that  "no  one  wants  to  address." 

In  assessing  the  Tufts  plan, 
Guen  suggests  that  the  com¬ 
munity  should  "be  honest  in  ad¬ 
vocating  that  the  recreational 
needs  of  the  kids  have  to  be  met" 
and  "put  aside  their  self-inter¬ 
ests." 

And  while  Guen  believes 
that  a  Coalition  to  Protect  Par¬ 


cel  C  for  Chinatown  plan  to 
develop  a  recreation  area  and 
community  center  on  the  city- 
owned  Oak  Street  land  sounds 
good  in  theory,  he  questions 
whether  the  group  can  find  the 
money  to  realize  it.  He  said  he 
would  welcome  "a  bona  fide 
plan  that’s  doable,"  but  he  sug¬ 
gests  that  the  Coalition  plan 
may  not  fall  into  that  category. 

More  recently,  Guen  has 
been  fighting  to  have  $125,000 
in  MBTA  money  passed  on 
directly  to  Chinatown  to  make 
improvements  at  Pagoda  Park, 
which  needs  lights,  or  to  satisfy 
some  other  youth  recreation 
need.  Chinatown  officials 
helped  the  MBTA  save  the 
money  by  suggesting  an  alterna¬ 
tive  to  a  construction  project 
undertaken  at  the  park.  The 
money,  however,  then  passed 
through  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Authority,  which 
owns  the  park  land.  It  was  then 
transferred  to  the  city,  which 
had  formed  a  committee  to 
decide  how  the  money  should 
be  used. 

City  officials  had  originally 
wanted  to  use  the,  money  to 
develop  a  small  park  in  the  com¬ 
munity,  but  Guen  and  others 
protested  the  decision,  saying 
that  it  should  go  directly  to  the 
community.  "They  haven’t 
asked  for  much  and  now  they 
want  to  take  this  away,"  he  says.

lishments  in  the  Combat  Zone  would 
die  naturally,  in  part  due  to  the 
widespread  availability  of  X-rated 
videos. 

Poliak  also  noted  that  Fitzgerald 
could  have  leased  the  buildings  to  other 
kinds  of  businesses  long  ago  if  he  had 
been  so  concerned  about  the  welfare  of 
the  Chinatown  community.  "The  build¬ 


ings  are  being  held  accountable  for 
something  the  users  have  done,"  she 
said,  adding  that  the  parking  lot 
Fitzgerald  plans  for  the  site  would  not 
be  aesthetically  appealing. 

She  noted  that  Chinatown  has  no 
idea  what  kind  of  development  will 
eventually  be  built  on  the  site  and  sug¬ 
gested  that  "it’s  going  to  look  like  Shop¬ 
pers  World  in  Framingham  down  there." 

Fitzgerald,  meanwhile,  said  he  was 
grateful  for  the  support  he  received  last 
month  from  the  Chinatown  community, 
though  he  added  that  he  still  expects 


opposition  from  historic  preser¬ 
vationists  when  he  goes  before  the 
Zoning  Board.  He  said  the  people  who 
will  object  to  the  demolition  are  "people 
who  think  the  value  of  the  building  is 
greater  than  the  value  of  the  neighbor¬ 
hood."  The  preservationists,  however, 
charge  that  Fitzgerald  has  also  put  his 
investment  in  the  building  before  the 
well-being  of  the  neighborhood 

Fitzgerald,  who  owns  parking  lots,  of¬ 
fice  buildings,  and  housing  in  the  area, 
must  go  before  the  Zoning  Board  to 
change  the  site’s  zoning  from  adult 
entertainment  to  parking.  He  said  that 
if  the  zoning  change  is  approved  by  the 
board,  he  would  give  his  tenants  six 
months  notice  before  knocking  down 
the  buildings.  He  says  he  plans  to  use  the 
site  for  surface  parking  only  until  the 
land  can  be  suitably  developed.  He  sug¬ 
gested  that  New  England  Medical  Cen¬ 


ter,  Emerson  College,  or  a  developer 
from  the  Asian  community  may  be  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  site  or  the  nearby  Liberty 
Tree  Building.  "The  possibilities  are 
endless,"  he  said,  adding  that  the  site 
would  only  temporarily  be  used  for 
parking. 

While  Simon  Tay,  a  businessman 
from  Singapore,  had  expressed  some  in¬ 
terest  in  the  site,  no  agreement  was  ever 
worked  out  with  him,  said  Fitzgerald. 

As  part  of  the  agreement  he  has 
reached  with  the  city,  Fitzgerald  will  pay 
the  city  a  $10,000  penalty  fee  for  two 
years  for  using  the  site  as  a  parking  lot 
and  a  $50,000  annual  fee  if  the  site  is  still 
a  parking  lot  after  two  years.  He  must 
also  contribute  $100,000  to  the  Liberty 
Fund  Trust  to  renovate  the  Liberty  Tree 
building  at  the  corner  of  Washington 
and  Essex  Streets,  which  is  also  owned 
by  Fitzgerald. 

Fitzgerald  said  he  has  been  unable  to 
rent  out  the  historically  significant 
Liberty  Tree  building  because  of  its 
location  in  the  Combat  Zone.  If  the 
Combat  Zone  buildings  are  demolished, 
the  area  will  become  more  attractive  to 
potential  renters  and  developers,  he 
suggested. 

He  said  he  has  unsuccessfully  tried  in 
the  past  to  find  tenants  from  the  Asian 
community  for  the  buildings  housing 
the  Naked  i  Cabaret  and  the  Pilgrim 
Theater.  Renting  the  buildings  to  new 
tenants  would  have  required  extensive 
renovations,  such  as  the  installation  of 
new  wiring  and  sprinkler  systems,  that 
would  in  the  end  have  pushed  the  rents 
too  high,  he  said.

Chinese  Parents  Protest  Head  Start  Changes 


For  14  years  Mary  Wong  had 
been  the  director  of  the  Head 
Start  Program  at  the  Chinese 
Church  in  Chinatown.  A 
primary  school  teacher  in  her 
native  Hong  Kong  before  com¬ 
ing  to  the  US,  Wong  last  week 
recalled  how  happy  she  was 
when  she  found  a  job  as  a 
teacher  in  Action  for  Boston 
Community  Development’s 
(ABCD)  Head  Start  program,  a 
federal  preschool  program  for 
income-eligible  children  ages  3 
to  5. 

But  14  years  later,  Wong’s 
long  tenure  as  director  of  the 
Chinese  Head  Start  Program  at 
65  Harvard  Street  came  to  a 
sudden  and  -  according  to  many 
Chinese  parents  -  unjustifiable 
end. 

In  May,  Wong  was  called 
into  the  office  of  Marie  Galvin, 
the  director  of  ABCD’s  Head 
Start  program,  and  informed 
that  she  was  being  removed 
from  her  position  as  director  of 
the  Chinese  Head  Start  Pro¬ 
gram,  which  had  been  moved  to 
an  ABCD  building  at  100  Shaw- 
mut  Avenue  in  the  South  End 
in  the  fall  of  1993  as  part  of  an 
effort  to  expand  the  Chinese 
program  from  one  to  three  clas¬ 
ses.

The  Chinese  program  was 
moved  out  of  Chinatown  be¬ 
cause  a  larger  space  apparently 
couldn’t  be  found  for  it  in  the 
Chinese  community,  according 
to  Wong,  who  added  that  the 
$200,000  in  federal  funding  to 
expand  the  program  was  ac¬ 
quired  with  the  help  of  the 
Asian  American  Civic  Associa¬ 
tion  in  Chinatown. 

Wong  said  Galvin  essentially 
told  her  that  she  couldn’t  do  the 
job  well  enough  and  that  she 
would  be  given  another  posi¬ 
tion  at  ABCD.  Galvin  then 
asked  her  what  else  she  thought 
she  could  do  for  the  program

and  suggested  she  might  want  to 
start  an  ESL  program  for  Head 
Start  parents.  Wong,  however, 
said  that  after  she  thought 
about  it  she  realized  she  could 
not  just  leave  the  program. 

"It’s  not  fair  to  me  because  I 
didn’t  get  any  warning,"  she  said 
last  week,  explaining  that  in 
February  she  received  a  positive 
evaluation  and  a  pay  raise. 
When  she  was  removed  from 
the  position  in  May,  she  also 
received  an  evaluation,  but  this 
time  it  was  a  negative  one.  To 
Wong,  the  evaluation  was  un¬ 
fair  and  failed  to  accurately 
describe  her  performance.  She 
suggested  last  week  that  a  num¬ 
ber  of  personal  differences  with 
South  End  staff  over  how  her 
program  should  be  managed 
created  friction  and  eventually 
led  to  her  removal. 

Wong  feels  that  she  is  being 
unfairly  pushed  out  and  that  the 
bilingual  Chinese  Head  Start 
program  will  now  just  become 
part  of  the  South  End  Head 
Start  program,  losing  its  dis¬ 
tinction  and  taking  it  beyond 
the  control  of  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity.  It’s  this  same  concern 
and  the  feeling  that  Wong  has 
been  unfairly  treated  that  has 
aroused  the  ire  of  the  Chinese 
parents  and  led  them  to  seek 
help  from  Ann  Wong  of  the 
Chinese  Progressive  Associa¬ 
tion.  This  week,  the  parents, 
who  want  to  see  Wong 
reinstated  as  director  of  the 


Chinese  program,  met  with 
Galvin.  Thfey  left,  however,  feel¬ 
ing  unsatisfied  with  her  ex-' 
planations  and  planned  to  meet 
again  this  week  to  discuss  the 
matter. 

In  making  the  move  to  the 
South  End  last  November, 
Wong  planned  to  expand  the 
program  from  about  20  to  about 
60  children,  but  a  number  of 
factors  kept  the  program  from 
expanding  this  past  year.  Wong 
said  that  the  space  had  to  be 
renovated  and  that  teachers  had 
to  be  hired.  She  said  it  was  "very 
hard  for  me  to  find  qualified 
teachers,"  since  the  pay  is  only 
$1 1,000  for  teachers,  and  $9,600 
for  teachers’  assistants. 

There  appears  to  have  been 
some  tension  between  the 
director  of  the  South  End  pro¬ 
gram  and  Wong  over  how  her 
program  should  be  run.  Wong 
said  small  frictions  developed 
as  she  went  about  preparing  to 
expand  her  program.  She  said 
she  wanted  soft  drink  machines 
moved  away  from  her  area  be¬ 
cause  she  didn’t  want  them  near 
her  children.  She  also  said  she 
was  reluctant  to  spend  a  lot  of 
her  program’s  money  on  furni¬ 
ture,  which  she  felt  would  be 
more  for  the  benefit  of  the 
adults  than  for  the  children. 

ABCD  executive  director 
Robert  Coard  last  week  said 
Wong  has  been  offered  another 
job.  "We  have  not  fired  Wong," 


he  said,  explaining  that  she 
would  be  given  a  new  job  as  a 
citywide  parent  coordinator  for 
the  Head  Start  program.  He 
said  a  person  who  did  a  job  well 
when  it  involved  20  children 
was  not  necessarily  the  one  to 
oversee  a  larger  program. 

Coard  said  the  Chinese  pro¬ 
gram  in  the  South  End  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  bilingual  and  that 
ABCD  is  recruiting  more  Asian 
teachers.  "The  Chinese  aspect 
of  the  program  will  be  respected 
as  much  as  possible,"  he  said. 
"We  respect  the  ethnic  integrity 
of  the  program." 

The  Chinese  parents,  how¬ 
ever,  are  not  satisfied  with  the 
way  the  matter  has  been  hand¬ 
led  by  ABCD.  In  a  letter  to 
Coard,  the  Chinatown  Head 
Start  Parent  Committee  recent¬ 
ly  wrote; 

"We  are  again  requesting 
that  ABCD  meet  with  the 
parents.  Our  primary  goal  and 
demand  is  to  maintain  the 
Chinatown  Head  Start  in  order 
to  protect  our  rights  and 
benefits.  We  are  seeking  an  ex¬ 
planation  of  the  reason  for 
merging  the  two  programs,  a 
freeze  on  expenditure  of 
Chinatown  Head  Start  funds 
until  further  discussion  with 
parents,  and  an  explanation  of 
why  Ms.  Wong  was  removed  as 
director."

"Scholars  and  Pavilions  in  the  Mountains" 


By  Doris  CJ.  Chu 

The  paintings  of  American 
artist  Judith  Funkhouser  will  be 
on  exhibit  at  the  Chinese  Cul¬ 
ture  Institute  in  Boston  Sept.  8 
through  Nov.  2.  The  exhibition 
is  entitled  "Scholars  and 
Pavilions  in  the  Mountains." 

Using  black  oil  paint 
brushed  on  white  canvas,  she 
has  alluded  to  the  ink  paintings 
of  the  Chinese  scholars  who  be¬ 
came  recluses  and  escaped  to 
the  mountains  rather  than  serve 
under  corrupt  or  foreign 
governments,  or  to  avoid  the 
dangers  of  political  intrigue. 
They  believed  wisdom  and 
peace  could  be  found  viewing 
the  mountains  and  the  rivers. 
They  also  sought  refuge  in  ar¬ 
chaism  and  traditions  which 
stressed  deliberate  awkward¬ 
ness  and  the  contrast  between 
substance  and  emptiness.  The 
literary  inscriptions  accom¬ 
panying  Funkhouser’s  canvases 
focus  on  these  Chinese  scholar 
painters. 

The  viewer  is  encouraged  to 
scrutinize  Funkhouser’s  brush 
work,  diverse  lines,  dots  and 
soft  contours.  Her  black  oil 
paint  has  the  richness  of  fer¬ 


mented  ink  ground  on  stones  by 
scholars,  but  unlike  the  an¬ 
cients  she  has  reworked  her 
original  strokes,  corrected  er¬ 
rors  and  allowed  traces  of  her 
search  for  the  final  marks  to 
remain.  She  has  explored  the 
expressive  possibilities  of  ink, 
especially  the  popular  ink  play 
method  called  splashed  ink 
which  originated  during  the 
Tang  dynasty  and  is  associated 
with  intoxicated  painters  pour¬ 
ing  and  flinging  ink  onto  silk  or 
paper. 

Funkhouser  is  not  alone  in 
her  interest  in  these  Chinese 
scholar  painters.  Contem¬ 
porary  New  York  painter  Brice 
Marden,  who  is  primarily  noted 
for  his  minimalist 
monochromatic  canvases,  calls 
his  new  calligraphic  paintings 
"Cold  Mountain"  after  the  Tang 
dynasty  poet  and  Buddhist  as¬ 
cetic  who  turned  his  back  on  the 
imperial  court  and  retreated  to 
the  mountains,  denouncing  "the 
world  of  dust."  He  has  said  that 
his  ink  twig  drawings  and  the 
"Cold  Mountain"  paintings  are 
related  to  Chinese  characters 
but  are  altered  by  networks  of 
lines,  which  he  sometimes  cor-

A  Satiric  View  of  Contemporary  China 


When  Chinese  writer  Wang 
Meng  explores  issues  of  con¬ 
temporary  life  in  mainland 
China,  he  does  so  with  verve 
and  humor.  In  "The  Stubborn 
Porridge  and  Other  Stories,"  his 
subject  matter  is  the  abundant 
mix  of  ideas  and  opinions  per¬ 
colating  through  today’s 
Chinese  society.  With  its 
economy  growing  at  a  remark¬ 
able  rate  and  a  populace  eager 
for  the  perquisites  of  modern 
life,  China  is  a  country  still 
struggling  to  redefine  itself  as  it 
sheds  the  remnants  of  its  four- 
decade  experiment  with  com¬ 
munism.  It’s  this  turbulent 
process  of  change,  with  its  ac¬ 
companying  mix  of  imported 
ideas,  fads,  products  and  desires 
that  Wang  skillfully  and 
humorously  explores  in  his 
stories. 

Seldom  taking  any  idea  or 
'  trend  at  face  value,  Wang  is  con¬ 
stantly  peeling  away  the  shining 
surface  of  contemporary  life  in 
an  effort  to  determine  its  value 
to  the  Chinese  and  to  expose  its 
weak  point  or  absurdity.  In  the 
book’s  title  story,  "The  Stub¬ 
born  Porridge,"  Wang  is  at  his 
most  effective  in  exploring  how 
today’s  Chinese  are  being  af¬ 
fected  -  and  sometimes  thrown 
off  balance  -  by  new  ideas  and 
theories.  The  story  tells  of  a 
Chinese  family  that  has  been 
temporarily  thrown  into  tur¬ 
moil  when  it  attempts  to  alter 
its  eating  habits. 

"But  lately,  things  have  been 
changing,"  writes  Wang.  "We 
were  constantly  assailed  by  new 
fads  and  fashions.  Just  within 
the  last  few  years,  a  color  TV,  a 
refrigerator,  and  a  washing 
machine  made  their  way  into 
our  home.  Besides,  my  son’s

speech  was  often  interspersed 
with  English." 

Wang  is  adept  at  isolating 
the  national  obsessions  and 
making  light  of  them.  Nothing 
is  secure  from  his  penetrating 
and  sharply  humorous  pen, 
which  is  relentless  in  its  effort  to 
separate  the  grain  from  the 
chaff  The  questions  he  raises  in 
his  stories  are  serious  ones  for 
today’s  Chinese.  Much  of 
Wang’s  work  explores  the  issue 
of  reform:  what  it  means  and 
where  it  will  lead  China. 

Influenced  by  changing 
times  and  Western  ideas,  some 
family  members  start  to  think 
that  their  eating  habits  must  be 
changed.  One  young  man 
opines  that  China  has  fallen  be¬ 
hind  in  the  world  because  of  its 
diet  His  father  remains  skepti¬ 
cal  but  is  willing  to  allow  his  son 
to  Experiment  with  these  new 
fashionable  ideas.  "I  feared  that 
this  kind  of  exaggerated 
rhetoric  was  just  so  much  air 
and  would  end  in  nothing."

butter,  eggs,  milk  and  coffee 
were  on  the  table.  As  you  would 
expect,  family  members  soon 
start  to  gripe  about  the  changes. 
Many  people  in  the  household 
come  down  with  illnesses  con¬ 
nected  to  the  new  diet.  As  a 
result  of  this  failure,  the  family 
is  divided  into  smaller  units 
with  distinct  eating  habits.  But 
this  too  comes  to  naught:  it’s 
not  practical  and  wastes  cook¬ 
ing  fuel. 

Some  members  of  the  family 
complain  that  "the ‘more  you 
reform  the  worse  it  gets."  Some 
curse  the  Americans  who  were 
"like  a  pack  of  wild  animals  with 
no  family  and  not  a  shred  of 
filial  piety."  This  confusion 
leads  to  a  discussion  of 
democracy.  What  you  eat,  some 
conclude,  isn’t  as  important  as 
who  decides. 

In  the  end,  almost  everyone 
in  the  family  grows  fed  up  with 
the  endless  stream  of  fads  that 
pass  through  the  family  kitchen 
and  most  end  up  resorting  to  a 
traditional  Chinese  staple  of 
porridge  and  pickles  to  satisfy 
their  appetites.  To  the  author, 
it’s  the  practicality  and 
simplicity  of  many  Chinese 
traditions  that  are  worth 
preserving  and  that  in  the  end 
will  guide  China  safely  into  the 
future. 

In  addition  to  satirizing 
China’s  obsession  with  foreign 
things,  Wang  also  skillfully 
makes  light  of  his  countrymen’s 
penchant  for  disagreement.  In 
"A  Winter’s  Topic,"  an  expert 
on  the  science  of  bathing  gets 
into  a  debilitating  feud  with  a 
young  disciple,  who  happened 
to  note  in  passing  that 


Canadians  prefer  bathing  in  the 
morning  to  the  evening.  This 
habit  contrasts  sharply  with  the 
opinion  of  Zhu  Shendu, 
China’s  bathing  expert,  who  has 
recommended  the  opposite. 
This  off-handed  remark  leads  to 
an  onslaught  of  rumor  and  in¬ 
nuendo  that  nearly  destroys  the 
friendship  that  formerly  existed 
between  the  teacher  and  the 
young  man,  who  has  recently 
spent  time  in  Canada. 

In  the  course  of  the  dispute, 
each  protagonist  gains  his  own 
share  of  supporters,  who  often 
seem  more  eager  than  the  prin¬ 
cipals  to  fan  the  flames.  The 
feud  eventually  leads  to  a 
psychological  analysis  of  the 
two  main  characters  and  the 
conclusion  that  the  younger 
man  has  insulted  China  and  is 
not  patriotic. 

Wang  seems  to  enjoy  using 
ideas  and  objects  as  metaphors 
for  aspects  of  contemporary 
Chinese  life.  He  spends  an  en¬ 
tire  story  exploring  a  couple’s 
ongoing  obsession  with  the  TV, 
which  has  become  a  critical 
component  of  their  relation¬ 
ship.  Not  only  does  Wang  make 
light  of  people’s  obsession  with 
ideas  and  trends,  he  is  also  eager 
to  make  light  of  their  growing 
fascination  with  consumer 
products. 

If  there’s  anything  that  seems 
to  be  lacking  in  these  stories  it’s 
a  more  fully  developed  emo¬ 
tional  connection  to  the 
material.  Wang’s  stories  tend  to 
rely  too  much  on  metaphor  and 
in  the  process  lose  sight  of  the 
flesh  and  blood  life  of  real 
people.  This  approach  to  fiction 
can  be  exhausting  if  it’s  not

leavened  by  humor.  Luckily, 
Wang  doesn’t  come  up  short  in 
this  category. 

Wang’s  collection,  however, 
does  contain  stories  that  have 
their  lyrical  moments.  One  that 
comes  to  mind  is  "The  Wind  on 


the  Plateau,"  in  which  a  famous 
teacher  must  come  to  terms 
with  his  lost  youth  and  his  grow¬ 
ing  concern  for  comfort  and 
security. 

Wang  has  spent  time  as  a  re¬ 
searcher  at  the  Harvard-Yench- 
ing  Institute  in  Cambridge.  His 
familiarity  with  Western  life  is 
unmistakable  in  "The  Heat 
Waves  of  Summer,"  a  story  that 
expertly  captures  the  emptiness 
and  loneliness  that  sometimes 
exists  at  the  heart  of  American 
life,  despite  its  material  wealth. 
In  his  story,  Wang  contrasts  this 
bleak  view  of  the  West  with 
China’s  obsession  with  reform. 
Wang  never  misses  a  chance  to 
ridicule  the  self-importance  of 
people  who  have  lived  in  the 
West  or  the  illusion  the  West 
holds  out  to  the  less  perceptive. 

By  the  end,  Wang  can’t  be 
pigeonholed,  largely  because  he 
isn’t  ideological.  He  is  at  heart 
a  pragmatist  who  looks  to 
China’s  age-old  verities  for 
guidance.  Sceptical  of  China’s 
obsession  with  the  West  and  the 
futility  of  fads  and  materialism, 
he  is  also  not  afraid  to  point  out 
his  country’s  weaknesses. 

Labeled  a  rightist  in  1957, 
Wang  spent  time  in  labor 
reform  and  as  an  exile  in  Xin¬ 
jiang  Province.  Appointed  Min¬ 
ister  of  Culture  in  1986,  he 
resigned  after  the  1989  Tianan¬ 
men  Square  demonstration.  He 
gained  some  notoriety  several 
years  ago  when  he  sued  the  offi¬ 
cial  journal  of  the  Chinese 
Writer’s  Union  for  a  libelous 
attack  on  his  story  "The  Stub¬ 
born  Porridge." 

Some  of  these  stories  were 
translated  by  Zhu  Hong,  who 
recently  taught  at  Boston 
University  and  who  also  wrote 
the  introduction.

Asian  Americans  are  the 
fastest  growing  ethnic  group  in 
the  United  States.  There  has 
been  a  dramatic  increase  in  the 
immigrant  and  refugee  popula¬ 
tion  in  Boston,  where  over 
30,000  Asians  currently  live. 
Chinese,  with  16,263,  and  Viet¬ 
namese,  with  4,612,  are  the 
dominate  ethnic  groups. 

Contrary  to  popular 
opinion,  serious  issues  exist 
within  the  Asian  community. 
These  issues  include  an  overall 
poverty  rate  of  33  percent,  an 
uninsured  status  of  56  percent, 
immigrant/refugee  trauma,  and 
a  higher  than  average  incidence 
of  some  chronic  diseases  such  as 
hepatitis  B,  tuberculosis,  and 
parasitism.  These  issues  place 
Asian  immigrants  at  particular 
risk  for  poorer  health  status.  As 
a  result,  it  is  important  that 
Asians  have  access  to  health 
care. 

The  goals  of  the  Referral 
Line  are  to  help  non-English 


speaking  Asian  patients  under¬ 
stand,  negotiate,  and  utilize  the 
hospital  system  for  non-emer¬ 
gency  situations.  These  goals 
may  include  seeking  primary 
care,  assistance  with  specific  in¬ 
quiries  regarding  NEMC,  e.g. 
billing,  financial  coordination, 
and  follow-up  appointments; 
provision  of  a  link  between  the 
Asian  communities  and 
NEMC;  and  identification  of 
appropriate  referrals  for 
callers.  The  line  will  also  iden¬ 
tify  resource  information  useful 
to  caller. 

This  six  month  pilot  program 
will  be  evaluated  carefully.  The 
goal  is  provide  accessible,  effi¬ 
cient,  and  high-quality  care  to 
patients.
